return to this country and brought her earthly life to a close,the schools 
of the city were dismissed,the children gathered at the railway station to 
line the tracks in bidding her farewell. The city officials gathered at the 
etation. ihe mayor sent his wife and auto for her service.-She was taken to 
the waiting rooms strictly teserved for the highest government o*ficials or 
members of the 'mperial Household,and the next issue of a prominent city pa- 
per apreared “ith the front page entirely blank, except for one character in 
4te center which,translated,read,-"“She is gone." 


I had the great priviledge of being one of her advisors in her 
work. ne day,when viriting her in Okayama, going over the work with her, 
something was said about the life to come and she exclaimed,as tho it was a 
ery wrung from her inmost being,-"”I hope we wont have to live alone there.”

EDICT No. | 


To all Grand Commanderies and Subordinate Commandcries within the Jurisdiction of, and Holding Allegiance 
to, the Grand Encampment of Knights Templar of the United States of America, Greeting: 


War Production Board General Conservation Order M-73-2 states in substance: 
“No person shall put into process, or cause to be put into process by others for his account, any 
wool cloth in the manufacture of full dress coat, a cutaway coat, or a double breasted tuxedo 
coat, after May 30th, 1942.” 


(An appeal for reconsideration and relief from this order was denied by the WPB.) therefore, by this edict, the 
provisions of Section 62 of the Constitution of the Grand Encampment of Knights Templar of the U. S. A. are 
declared to be suspended from May 30th, 1942 until further notice is officially promulgated. 


In consequence thereof, all Grand Commanderies and their constituent Commanderies, and all Subordinate 
Commanderies, of obedience and allegiance to the Grand Encampment of Knights Templar of the U. S. A. are 
advised as follows in view of the current difficulty in obtaining Templar uniforms and equipment: 


1, Existence of war conditions does not authorize waiver or avoidance of the requirement of the Grand 
ee pment Constitution that each Knight Templar must be provided with a Templar Uniform. 


2. If it is found impossible to obtain the uniform for a candidate at the time his petition is presented, Com- 
manderies may, in lieu of purchase of a uniform, accept with his petition for the Orders a sum of money equal 
to the then last existing customary price for uniforms of the type used by the respective Commandery. In no 
event, however, shall a petitioner receive the Orders unless provision has been made for his uniform either through 
actual purchase or by deposit of purchase price. 


3. All funds received by any Commandery in lieu of purchase of uniforms shall be maintained in a trust fund 
and under no circumstances shall be expended for any other purpose except proper investment in approved securities. 


4. Immediately upon availability of uniforms the impounded money shall be expended for a uniform for the 
respective petitioner, which uniform must be delivered to him promptly and without charge. 


It is further ordered that this edict be read at the first conclave after receipt thereof in Grand Com- 
manderies, that all Grand Commanders cause it to be promptly distributed in all constituent Command- 
eries of the respective jurisdictions to be read therein at the first conclave following receipt thereof, and 


that all Commanders of Subordinate Commanderies cause it to be read at the first conclave following 


its receipt.

To the Officers and Members of the Grand Encampment of Knights Templar of the United Siates of America, and to 
the Officers and Members of all Templar Bodies owing Allegiance to said Grand Encampment: 


The 1943 Triennial Conclave 


Pursuant to a call by the Grand Master, the Special Committee authorized by the Grand Encampment to determine 
the time and place for holding the 1943 Triennial Conclave (pp. 381-382 of the 1940 proceedings) met in the Wash- 
ington Hotel, Washington, D. C., on April 4, 1942. There were present from the Committee on Time and Place: Harry 
G. Pollard, M. E. Grand Master; Charles Noah Orr. R. E. Deputy Grand Master; John Temple Rice, R. E. Grand Gen- 
eralissimo; Robert Brainerd Gaylord, R. E. Grand Captain General, and Adrian Hamersly, R. E. Grand Recorder; 
also present; Caleb Byron Lear, R. E. Grand Senior Warden; Walter Allen DeLamater, R. E. Grand Sword Bearer; 
and William Moseley Brown, R. E. Grand Warder. 

After a serious consideration of prevailing conditions and of the patriotic duty of every citizen to sacrifice unspar- 
ingly in cooperating with our country’s war effort it was unanimously voted to hold the 1943 Triennial Conclave in the 
City of Chicago, Illinois for its advantages of accessibility and convenience of travel, and that the Conclave be 
restricted to a two-days business session and that the traditional parade, competitive and exhibition drills and the 
usual elaborate program of entertainment (excepting the Grand Master’s banquet) be eliminated. The Triennial Con- 
clave Committee was instructed to visit Chicago at once for the purpose of making arrangements for holding the 
conclave. . 

On April 15-16, 1942 members of the Triennial Conclave Committee: Maurice E. White, P. G. C. (Pennsylvania), 
Chairman; David L. Griffith, P. G. C. (Tennessee) and Adrian Hamersly, Grand Recorder, met in Chicago and inspected 
hotels and their facilities and adaptibility. The Triennial Committee recommended to the Special Committee on Time 
and Place that the Edgewater Beach Hotel and its facilities be selected as the official headquarters for housing the Sir 
Knights and for the transaction of the business of the conclave, which recommendation has been officially ratified by 
the Special Committee on Time and Place. 

Announcement, therefore, is made that the 42nd Triennial Conclave of the Grand Encampment of Knights Tem- 
plar of the U. S. A., and the program incident thereto, will be held at the Edgewater Beach Hotel, Chicago, Illinois, 
en Monday and Tuesday, May 24-25, 1943, A. D. 1943, A. O. 824. 

The conclave will be called to order at 9:30 A. M. on May 24 to remain in session until noon when luncheon will be 
served, after which the conclave will reconvene at 1:30 P. M. and will adjourn in ample time for all the members to. 
attend the Grand Masters’ banquet in the evening. The same program of morning session, recess, luncheon and after- 
ncon session will prevail on Tuesday, May 25. 

While no Grand Commandery will be solicited, influenced, or expected to continue long-established practices of 
entertaining the members in attendance at breakfasts, luncheons, dinners or receptions, there is no intent to prohibit 
the custom. 

The Edgewater Beach Hotel is located in beautiful, spacious park surroundings with a frontage overlooking Lake 
Michigan on the East and Sheridan Road on the West, in the 5300 block north, about five miles from Chicago’s Loop 
and is easily accessible from railroad stations and the shopping center, by taxi, city bus lines, private hotel bus line 
and the Elevated. Baggage may be checked direct from the home city to the hotel. 

The contract rates for rooms are: $4.40 per day per person for single rooms, and $6.60 per day (or $3.30 per person) 
for double rooms. All rooms have outside exposure and are equipped with twin beds unless otherwise desired. The 
rooms are light, airy and of better than usual size. A special unit of two twin-bed rooms with one connecting bath are 
available at $11.00 per day ($2.75 per person). Large sun-parlor suites and smaller suite units are available at special 
rates. Two days occupancy will be required of members registering for the conclave. All hotel facilities—recreation 
room, bathing beach, tennis courts, golf course, ping-pong and shuffleboard—are available to the guests without charge. 
Several dining rooms are available, including the Colonnade Room at which moderately priced meals are served—break- 
fasts as low as 30c, luncheons as low as 45c and dinners ranging from 90c.

Beach Hotel, Chicago, Illinois. Assignment of rooms will be made in ample time preceding the conclave date and in 
the order in which the applications are received.

GENERAL ORDER No. 4 


To all Grand Commanderies, Subordinate and Constituent Commanderies within the 

Jurisdiction of, and Holding Allegiance to, the Grand Encampment of Knights 

Templar of the United States, Greeting: 

Throughout its history our Masonic fraternity, both officially and through its individual members, has 
been in the forefront of those who fought for and defended the personal liberties, the landmarks, and the 
institutions which are exemplified in and guaranteed by the Constitution of the United States as an inherent 
part of Anglo-Saxon traditions and of the Christian civilization of which they are the personification. 


Today we are confronted with what perhaps is the greatest crisis not only in Templar but in human his- 
tory. We must play our part loyally and effectively. Many of our Grand Lodges and other Masonic bodies 
have inaugurated patriotic activities which will contribute to the winning of war. The Christian Order of 
Knights Templar must likewise do its part. It is inconceivable that an organization such as ours with its 
high ideals and its outstanding membership shall not play an outstanding part in the defense of our country, 
our liberties, and our Masonic institution. For the future of Templary as well as of Masonry in all its other 
branches, is at stake today as at no other time in its history. 

©. Except for those Commanderies under its immediate jurisdiction, the Grand Encampment acts only 
through the respective Grand Commanderies and this Order is therefore issued in that manner. Accord- 


: ingly, it is 
ORDERED: 
1. That all Grand Commanderies and subordinate Commanderies take immediate action to promote 
appropriate war efforts on the part of all Sir Knights within their respective jurisdictions. 


2. That all Grand Commanderies cause to be appointed in each of their constituent Commanderies, and 
that all Commanders of subordinate Commanderies appoint, appropriate committees to arrange for meetings, 
speakers and other activities on the part of their respective memberships. 


3. That as soon as possible (and in no case longer than 90 days after the receipt of this order) a meet- 
ing be held in each Commandery at which the responsibility of Templars for the successful prosecution of the 
war shall be outlined and emphasized, with practical suggestions for the promotion of such activities. 


Your attention is further called to the fact, that, while direct solicitation by Commanderies for contri- 
butions by their members to be expended by other organizations is contrary to Masonic tradition, never- 
theless (a) United States war bonds are a proper investment for Templar funds, including assets of the 
Educational Foundation, and (b) there can be no objection to the encouragement by Commanderies of their 
respective Sir Knights, as individuals, to participate in all legitimate war activities, whether strictly Masonic 


or otherwise. 

That such action on the part of Masonic bodies produces results is illustrated by the fact that, in one 
Grand Lodge jurisdiction alone, two months of activity on the part of a Grand Lodge committee through the 
constituent Lodges resulted in an increase in the purchase of war bonds by Lodges themselves amounting 
to $500,000 and resulting holdings were thus increased to approximately a million dollars. This figure does 
not include purchases by individual members and the reports available at the moment represent only -about 
60% of the Lodges in that particular jurisdiction. Up to this time thirty-four of the fifty-five Divisions of 
the Knights Templar Educational Foundation have reported purchases, and commitments for purchase, of 
war bonds totaling $627,000. This does not include purchases by Grand, subordinate and constituent Com- 


manderies. The suggested purchase of war bonds is used merely for illustration. Statistics as to individual :

purchases of bonds and individual participation in other activities such as Red Cross work, blood banks, de- 
fense work, and similar activities, are impossible to obtain. 

The character of the war effort in various localities varies with the respective communities. Informa- 
tion for speeches or for participation by Knights Templar should be obtained from headquarters of the par- 
ticular organization, with which it is desired to cooperate. Appended to this order is a list of activities, 
which are recommended to all Knights Templar “wheresoever dispersed” as a means for doing their part in 
the tremendous war effort required to insure victory to our allies and ourselves. This list is merely sugges- 
tive, however. It is expected that all Templar officers, whether national, state, or local, will do their part 
in discovering other worth-while activities and in encouraging Knights Templar everywhere to show their 
valor and magnanimity now as never before. 


Above all, emphasis should be laid by all our Templar leaders upon the maintenance of general morale, 
not only during the war, but also following its conclusion. The necessity for the maintenance of morale and 
for all possible participation in the war effort on the part of every citizen is obvious. The war necessarily 
involves a certain degree of regimentation and the exercise of more or less arbitrary power on the part of 
governmental authorities. If the war continues for an extended period there will be particularly a tendency 
on the part of the average citizen to accustom himself to such a situation and to fail to realize that a continu- 
ance of this situation, in whole or in part, in time of peace is neither necessary nor desirable. Let us not 
forget, that citizenship represents a free country in which the individual exercises freedom of action and 
initiative. It is important that our citizens do not, through chronic apathy, permit an unnecessary continu- 
ance of autocratic power, whether exercised by political leaders or by executive boards. On the contra 
they must see to it, that American institutions and individual liberties as represented by the Constitution a4 
its Bill of Rights shall be revived with all the original vigor which characterized those pioneers who waged 
the battle for freedom on behalf of the American colonies. 5

That each Grand Commander and each Commander of a subordinate Commandery shall make a report 


to the Grand Recorder of the Grand Encampment not later than October 1, 1942, of his doings under thi

That this Order shall be read at the next stated Conclave after its receipt in all constituent and sub 
ordinate Commanderies under the jurisdiction of the Grand Encampment and that to this end all at : 
Commanders order the prompt distribution of copies to all of their constituent Commanderies. ee 
that such follow-up steps will be taken as may be necessary to insure the carrying out of the sp 
of this order “for the duration.”

Sir Knights of Boston Commandery: 


The Books and accounts of the Armorer, Recorder, Treasurer, and 
Trustees of the various Funds of Boston Commandery, have been examined by 
your Finance Conmittee and found to be correct and accompanied by prover 
vouchers for all disbursements. 


;. The Securities as enumerated in the various reports already pre- 
sented, have been examined and found to be as reported to you, and as 
shown on the books. All of these Securities were in the possession of 

our Finence Committee, at one and the same time on September 15, 19435, and 
were on that day returned to the Trustees, and by them replaced in the 
gaults of the Boston Safe Devosit & Trust Co. at 100 Franklin Street, Boston. 


A Summery of the Funds of the Conmandery, as of August 31, 1943, 


Stocks and Bonds carried at a var value of $114,591.17 were 
appraised August 31, 1943 at a market value of $109,622.47. Outstanding 
411s were $3,590. as of August 31, 1942. As of August 31, 1943 outstand- 
ng bills were $1,000. covering unpaid rent plus miscellaneous bills 
eceived after closing of books in the amount of $ As shown by the 
{mance Committee of last year, our annual rental charges were reduced 
z,000. This necessitated the relinquishing of space used as Officers' 
yessing Room and Commandery Parlor. In consequence of this reduction, our 
ymory quarters were changed about to utilize a portion of the floor space 
as Commandery Parlor. The rug and window draves were cleaned to look Like 
ew and should Last for many vears. Also oil vortraits of Em. Sir Henry 
gowle snd S. K, John H. Collamore were cleaned and the frames repaired. 


As a consequence of an unusual number of deaths this year, to- 
gether with those demitted and suspended, our membership has been 
materially reduced, our net loss being sixty-six for the year. At the 
same time it is most gratifying to note an increase in attendance of 
about 20% over the last two years. 


Your Finance Committee has worked hard this year in the matter 
of delinquents. From a total of 247 members owing $5,812. a year ago, 
+his item has been reduced to 134 members owing $3,954. This Latter 
figure has been further reduced by receiots since the closing of our 
pooks. There are still many cases upon which definite action will be 
s4aken that will further reduce this outstanding indebtedness. 


Your Committee wishes to thank each and every officer and Sir 

Knight for his excellent attendance and fine coSperation throughout the 

ear. With a goodly number of new candidates, whom you yourselves can 
pring in, Boston Commandery #2 can go on as The Commandery of the

It is with heartfelt emotion that I announce the passing of Rey- 
erend Francis W. Gibbs, Eminent Grand Prelate of the Grand 
Commandery of Massachusetts and Rhode Island at Fitchburg 
Massachusetts on February 9, 1944. : 
In the years that Sir Knight Gibbs was an officer of this Grand 
Commandery, setving first as an Associate Grand Prelate from 
1915 to 1926, and then as Grand Prelate from 1926 to the time of 
his death he so endeared himself to the Sir Knights of this Juris. 
diction that his loss comes to many as a distinctly individual bereaye. 
ment. His genial personality, his sparkling wit, and his wise counse] 
made him always a welcome visitor at our Commandeties, and the 
messages that reflected the kindness of his nature and the dee 
spirituality of his being will long be remembered by those who had 
the good fortune to know him personally and to come within the 
pale of his influence. Our sorrow at this time however is assuaged 
by the thought that he has gone Home. 
‘Home to the Blessed Land, 
Home where no shadows fall, 
Home to the Golden Strand, 
Home to the Monarch’s Hall, 
Home from all risk of harm, 
Home to the Land of Rest, 
Home to the Father’s Arm, 
Home to the Saviour’s Breast.”’ 

Francis W. Gibbs was born in Arlington, Massachusetts, June 11 
1866, the son of William E. Gibbs, D.D. and Cornelia Van H. Lester. 
He was educated in the Public Schools of Portland, Maine, and also 
spent two years at a Private School in that city; and later he attended 
the State Normal School at Buffalo, New York.

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In 1891 he began his preparation for the Ministry completing 
his studies therefor early in 1895; and in September of that year he 
was ordained to the Universalist Ministry at Amesbury, Massachu- 
setts, which Church he served until 1907. His subsequent pastorates 
were Palmer, Mass., 1907-1910; Providence, R. I., 1910-1918; and 
Fitchburg, Mass., 1918-1930. 

October 10, 1895, he was united in marriage to Emma Louise 
Willoughby, and to them were born the two surviving children, 
Mrs. H. S. Hemingway, of Littleton, Mass., and William W. Gibbs, 
of Fitchburg, Mass. Mrs. Gibbs passed away May 1, 1937.

A fifty-year member of Hiram Lodge, A. F. & A. M. of Arlington, 
Mass., and a Chaplain thereof. 

A member of Providence Royal Arch Chapter.

A life member of St. John’s Commandery, No. 1, K. T. of Prov- 
idence, R. I.; an Honorary member of Ivanhoe Commandery, No. 
46, K. T. of Gardner, Mass.; an Honorary member of Jerusalem 
Commandery, No. 19 of Fitchburg, Mass.; and an Honorary member 
of Worcester County Commandery, No. 5 of Worcester, Mass. 

In 1924 he was appointed a Trustee of the Knights Templars 
Educational Foundation, and was elected its Executive Secretary in 
November, 1927, which office he continued to hold up to the time 
of his death. 

His funeral service was held at the Bigelow Crematory Chapel, 
Mt. Auburn, Cambridge, Friday afternoon, February 11th at 1:00 
o'clock, and was conducted by the Rev. George E. Huntley, D.D., 
assisted by the Rev. Robert M. Rice. 

In loving remembrance of Sir Knight Gibbs it is ordered that this 
Memorial be read from the head of the lines of all Commanderies 
in this Jurisdiction at the first Stated Conclave held after its receipt.

this record. following the services the Sir Knights and their ladies 
assembled at the Copley- Plaza where the customary luncheon was served 
The Commandery returned to the Armory at 6.00 P.M. and the Em, Commander 
declared the Commandery Closed . =" s 
The following Commanderies participated-DeMolay,St.Omer,Coer Di¥ion- 
Eugh De.Payens-Jos. Warren- Gethsemane-Reading- Quincy-Sutton-Winthrop- 
Palestine-Bethlehem- Also the Grand Commandery.' 744 Tickets were issued 
for the Lunch at the Copley-Plaza. 
The Chairman of the Committee on Arrangements was Em. Sir Robert G,Wilson Jr. 
His report to the Eminent Commander is attached to these records.

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As Chairman of the Committee on Arrangements, I desire 
to thank sincerely the officers and Sir Knights of your Commandery who 
participated in making our recent Ascension Sunday Church service and 
parade on May 21 such a real success. The unusually splendid attendance 
at Trinity Church, which was made possible through the unselfish coop- 
eration of the leading Commanderies east of Worcester, I believe 
resulted in a public appearance which was a real credit to Templery in 
Massachusetts. The support of each Commandery, irrespective of size, 
was an encouraging and helpful factor in the final successful result. 


War conditions and present prices required an increased 
charge for tickets at the Copley Plaza. I agree with those who may 
have felt the hotel charge of $1.25 per person plus tax was rather high; 
but we also appreciate the items of table linen, silverware, waiters, 
and present labor charges, not to mention what would seem to be unne c= 
essary waste. Although 744 tickets were actually collected, against 
my advance guarantee of 750, no less than 990 ice creams were laid out » 
of which 70 were not touched, and dozens were left partly eaten. 


All in all, the collation would seem to be a social 
factor justifying the added effort and expense. 


With the Grand. Commandery officers, nine Commanderies 
officially participated, plus 53 unattached Sir Knights from at least 
four other Commanderies. The Grand Commandery graciously paid for its 
own tickets plus half of the $60 expense for opening the Temple. As 
sponsor, Boston Commandery willingly assumed the balance of Temple 
expense, printing bills for Church programs and Copley tickets, 
clerical expense of parade orders, band expense, permit and police 
escort,- and complimentary tickets for Aleppo Band, police escort and 


ushers.

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GENERAL ORDER No. 3 


SuBJECT: TEMPLAR UNIFORM 


To all Grand Commanderies and Subordinate Commanderies within the Jurisdiction of, 
and Holding Allegiance to, the Grand Encampment of Knights Templar of the 
_ United States of America, Greeting: 


Information reaching my office leads me to the conclusion that there exists un- 
certainty in some Commanderies concerning the procedure to be followed in the matter 
of providing uniforms for petitioners for the Orders during the war emergency. 


Edict No. 1 issued by Sir Knight Harry G. Pollard while Grand Master, and pub- 
lished on Pages 423 and 424 of the Proceedings of the Grand Encampment 1943, having 


lapsed at the close of the Conclave of 1943, this General Order will supercede it and 
must be followed without failure. 


Section 62 of the Constitution of the Grand Encampment reads as follows: 


“The order of Knights Templar is declared to be a Uniformed Order, and each 
Knight Templar hereafter created in a Subordinate Commandery shall, when dubbed, 
possess the Uniform prescribed by the Grand Encampment, and when created in a Con- 
stituent Commandery, the Uniform prescribed by the Grand Commandery to which 
such Commandery owes allegiance, but the deposit of funds sufficient to procure a 


Uniform shall be deemed a compliance with this provision. Grand Commanderies are 1 
charged to a strict observance of this regulation. — }

It therefore became necessary 
for Commanderies to earry out that part of Section 62 of the Constitution which reads 
as follows: ‘‘But the deposit of funds sufficient to procure a Uniform shall be deemed 
a compliance with this provision. Grand Commanderies are charged to a strict observ- 
ance of this regulation.”’ |

Sir Knights of Boston Commandery: 


The Books and Accounts of the Armorer, Recorder, Treasurer, 
and Trustees of the various Funds of Boston Commandery, have been 
examined by your Finance Committee and found to be correct and were 
accompanied by proper vouchers for all disbursements. 

The Securities, as enumerated in the various reports already 
presented, have been examined and found to be as reported to you and 
as shown on the books. All of these Securities were in the possession 
of your Finance Committee at one and the same time on August 22, 1944, 
and were on that day returned to the Trustees and by them replaced in 
the vaults of the Boston Safe Deposit & Trust Co., at 100 Franklin 
Street, Boston.

Your Finance Committee wishes to thank the members of Boston 
Commandery for their cooperation and support this year. We are glad 
to be able to say that the number of candidates obtained this year is 
considerably larger than any year for some time. We still decreased 
our strength because of the fact that the number of deaths was Guite 
large and suspensions were greater than previously. This matter of 
suspensions, Of course, Was primarily due to our By-Law change whereby 
a Sir Knight was not allowed to remain on the books owing more than 
3 years! dues. 

Your Trustees have made several changes in our Permanent Fund 
investments, notably the withdrawal of savings bank funds paying a 
low rate of interest and the substantial purchase of Government bonds 
paying a higher rate which will substantially increase our Permanent 
Fund income.

To COMMANDERS AND Sir KNiGuts THROUGHOUT THIS GRAND JURISDICTION : 


It is with a heavy heart that I announce to you the passing of Eminent Sir Ralph Gregory, 
Grand Captain General. Ile answered the call which eame without warning on the morning of 
Wednesday, January 17, 1945. He was present with the Grand Commander at the inspection of 
St. Omer Commandery No, 21 the previous Monday evening. He was called upon to address the 
Sir Knights and in his usual inimitable manner told a story and closed by reciting from a poem 
by Edgar Guesi, ine closing iines of which I quote: ~ — 


“‘Life is sweet just because of the friends we have made, 
And the things which in common we share. 
We want to live on, not because of ourselves, 


But because of the people who care. 


*“It’s in giving and doing for somebody else. 
On this all life’s splendor depends. 

And the joy of the world, when you sum it all up, 
Can be found in the making of friends.’’ 


Ralph, as he was known to all, was a man of sterling worth and great integrity, a self-made 
man of the old school, loved by all who knew him, his place in our affections cannot be filled. 
Here follows the record of his personal and Masonie life: 


He was born in Venice, Italy, October 16, 1882, coming to America with his parents at the 
age of four. He attended the public schools and took special subjects at Brown University 
(Extension Course), especially in engineering. Ile went to work at the age of ten and learned 
the trade of machine toolmaking and at the age of twenty-eight started his own business, that of 
manufacturer silversmith’s findings and ornamentation of silverware. 


tie was married in Boston, Massachusetts, on April 20, 1907 to Jennie Sterling. No children 
were born to them. 


By religious faith he was a Congregationalist and a very active member of the Park Place 
Congregational Chureh, Pawtucket, Rhode Island. Ie had been Moderator of the Society, 
President of Men’s Bible Class, Chairman of Property Committee, Board of Trustees, Chairman 
of Building & Finance Committee for building new church. 


Ile was raised in Union Lodge No. 10, Pawtucket, Rhode Island, on February 9, 1910. Ile 
also held plural membership in Roosevelt: Lodge No. 42, Providence, Rhode Island. In that 
Lodge he passed through the chairs from Junior Deacon to Worshipful Master, being Master 1 
1925-1926, He was a member of Royal Arch Chapter No. 2 of Pawtucket, Rhode Island. being 
exalted on October 19, 1910. Ile passed through the chairs from Master of the 38d Veil to High 
Priest, whieh office he held in 1934-1935. Tle was greeted in Pawtueket Council No, 2 as a Royal 
aud Select Master, February 12, 1912. serving in the position of Chaplain in 1918 and through 


the chairs to Thrice Illustrious Master in 1925-1926. Tle was Knighted in Holy Sepulchre Com- 
mandery No. 8 in Pawtucket, Rhode Island on March 19, 1914 holding the various offices from 
Warder in 1927 to Commander in 1934-1935. He had served as an officer in the Grand Chapter 
and at the time of his death was Grand Captain General of the Grand Commandery of Knights 
Templars and the Appendant Orders of Massachusetts and Rhode Island. In the Scottish Rite, 
he was initiated in Solomon’s Lodge of Perfection, Providence, Rhode Island, October 23, 1918, 
serving in various offices of the Council. Ile was initiated in Rhode Island Chapter of Rose Croix 
in Providence on November 18, 1918. Ile was initiated in the Rhode Island Consistory, Provi- 
dence, on January 29,1919. Ile was made a 33d Degree Mason on September 24, 1941 at Chicago. 


In civil life he had served as a member of the Providence City Council during the years 1957 
and 1938. Ile was Treasurer of the Republican Second Ward Committee. He was also President 
of Wannamoisett Country Club during the years 1938, 1939 and 1940. He was a member of the 
Shrine Club, Anawan Club, and the Rhode Island Republican Club. 


His funeral was held at the Park Place Congregational Church, Pawtucket, Rhode Island 
on Friday, January 19, 1945 at 2 P.M. Following the usual chureh service, the Grand Com- 


mandery officers conducted a Knights Templars funeral service. 


Of him it may be said that he was a Christian gentleman, a worthy Mason, a chivalric Tem- 
plar, a good citizen. 

It is my order that the Standard of each Commandery shall be appropriately draped in 
mourning for a period of thirty days following receipt of this order and that crepe be worn upon 


the hilt of the sword of each officer during this period as a memorial of our loss. 


It is also my order that this memorial be read at the head of the lines of all Commanderies 
in this Jurisdiction at the first Stated Conclave held after its receipt.

_For the approaching Christmas Observance, your committee presents the following 
sentiment: 


To Sir Knight John Temple Rice, Most Eminent Grand Master: 


Knights Templar throughout your domain send knightly greetings and heartiest good 
wishes to you, as all of us observe that day which has been set aside as the anniversary of the 
coming to the earth of Him who afterwards was named Jesus. 

Men call it His birth, but it is infinitely more than an ordinary birth. Angels called it 
the emptying of Himself. He spoke of it simply as His coming to the earth. Only once, 
when He stood before a pagan judge, did He refer to it as a birth; and then, im the same breath, 
as if unwilling to make a wrong impression even on one who did not care, He added, ‘‘for this 
cause came I into the world’’. He consistently claimed that He came into the world of His 
own accord; just as He claimed that no man took His earthly life from Him, because He 
had authority to lay that life down and to take it again. His birth, life, death, resurrection 
and ascension were of His own will and power. The writer of the Letter to the Hebrews tells 
us that He did all this in order that He might fit Himself to be our Leader. 

The event that we commemorate is worthy of your adoring gaze, Most Eminent Sir 
Knight, as well as of that of the humblest Knight among us: for it is marvellous in the fact 
and in the spirit behind the fact. 

One Apostle looks behind the fact of the coming of Jesus to the earth and tells us that 
‘God so loved the world that He gave His only-begotten Son, that whosoever believeth in 
Him might not perish, but have everlasting life."” Another Apostle looks behind the fact of 
that coming and tells us the spirit in Jesus that led to the fact. In urging us to have a similar 
spirit, he says of Jesus, ‘‘who, existing in the form of God, counted not the being on an 
equality with God a thing to be grasped, but emptied Himself, taking the form of a bond- 
servant, becoming in the likeness of men: and being found in fashion as a man, he humbled 
himself, being obedient even unto death, yea the death of the cross.’ That is to say: the 
compassionate love of Jesus for men could not content itself with staying in heaven at the 
expense of the loss of men; and so, to save men by His death, to rescue them, to win them to 
goodness and to Himself, seemed to the infinite love of Jesus worth the temporary surrender 
of that glory which He had with the Father. 

That is an intimation of the spirit which brought Jesus to the earth. That is the spirit 
that is commended to us, a spirit sufficient to melt the heart of every one of us. 

Most Eminent Sir Knight, such a spirit behind such a fact calls for the full devotion of 
each heart among us. As all of us bow before Him, our prayer is that there may be in you, so 
far as a man may follow Him, ‘‘this same mind that was in Christ Jesus.” :

For the approaching Christmas Observance, your committee presents the following sentiment: 
To Sir Knight John Temple Rice, Most Eminent Grand Master: 


As the dawning of day in the springtime is heralded by the singing of birds, so the coming of 
the Son of Righteousness was ushered in by song. Mary and Zacharias gave their praise of the 
unborn Christ in song, angels hovered over the shepherds with heavenly music, and Simeon took 
the Child in his arms and blessed Him. 

In his song, Zacharias said, ‘‘The day spring from on high hath visited us, to give light to 
them that sit in darkness and in the shadow of death, to guide our feet into the way of peace.” 

Most Eminent Grand Master. this theme is offered to you as a toast: The Darkness, the Dawn 
and the Directing Light. 


“Them that sit in darkness and in the shadow of death’; what a picture that is of large 
portions of humanity in these days! What a duty and responsibility it lays upon those who have 
been lighted by the Prince of Peace! There is a darkness intense and tragic, and men are sitting 1n it, 
unable to find their way, afraid to move. They are like a group of travelers, bewildered, frustrated, 
huddled together in the darkness, afraid of becoming lost or of falling over a precipice or of meet- 
ing with some wild beast. 

All over the world, darkness is an emblem of ignorance, of impurity, of sorrow. Men are 
ignorant of God, of their own selves. of their deepest duties, of that future of which they are certain 
as a fact, but about which they know so little. 


Zacharias sings: ‘“The day spring from on high hath visited us.’ This day spring did not rise 
for us on some distant horizon, but Jesus has come down upon us from on high. That word, “hath 
visited us.’ is the word used in the Old Testament to describe those acts by which God revealed Him- 
self to man. So, Zacharias means. as John has it. ‘‘The Word became flesh and dwelt among us.” 

Our ignorance is enlightened by Him: our impurity is cleansed by Him: our sorrow is abated 
by Him: so that we ‘“‘sorrow not even as others who have no hope.” 


And Zacharias sings further. ‘‘to guide our feet into the way of peace.’’ Jesus has aroused the 
travelers, has ‘‘brought life and immortality to light in the Gospel” for them: and now, He offers 
to become for each individual a Guide. 


There is only one path into peace and that is to follow Him. He brings reconciliation with 
God, and men must have that before they can be tranquil. Following His example and holding by 
Him is the only way in which the heart can find satisfaction and the conscience be at rest. Only 
those who walk in the footsteps of Jesus have quiet hearts. are at amity with God, are in harmony 
with themselves, are friends of mankind, and are at peace with circumstances. 


Accept our prayer. Most Eminent Grand Master. that you may be one such, that you may 


lead us to follow you as you follow Him. and that all of us may be guides and examples to those 
who sit in darkness and in the shadow of death.

For the approaching Christmas Observance, your committee presents the following sentiment: 


To Ste Knight John Temple Rice, Most Eminent Grand Master: 


Every Knight among us has stated solemnly that he is a firm believer in the Christian Religion. 
Every one of us greets you with heartiest:good wishes as our leader in that fundamental principle of 
our Order—a principle on which Grand Encampment and every individual Knight will do well to 
build.

Men of many religious minds have believed in that spirit as the solution of the 
problems of mankind. To paraphrase that which Mordecai said to Esther, Who knoweth we have 
come to the kingdom for such a time as this? 


Everyone who is a firm believer in the Christian Religion has the obligation on him to feel that 
this is so with; for, did not Jesus say, in that matchless prayer that He made, ‘‘As thou hast sent me 
into the world, even so have I also sent them into the world?” This mission is definitely ours. If 
we wonder how we can accomplish this mission with our lives, let us listen again to that matchless 
prayer, for Jesus goes on to say, ‘“‘And for their sakes I sanctify myself for their sakes, that they also 
might be sanctified through the truth.’’ He consecrated Himself in order that we might consecrate 
ourselves to the task. 


Perhaps we can get best an inspiration for rising to this consecration by remembering that 
Christmas is preeminently the day for children.

As someone has put it, ‘‘Jesus with the child held to His bosom is the living law 
of service, and the child, nestling close to Him, because sure of His love, is the type of the trustful af- 
fection which we must evoke if we are to serve or help.”
